Parish Council Report 


Health Centre A sheltered pram park will be provided. The Centre should be open 
about the beginning of September. 
Flag Poles A revised application for "8 flag poles only" along the entrance road 
has been subiitted. Ihe Council are seeking the removal of all the poles. 
Village Hall To be discussed at the September Meeting. The Council could raise 
money in various ways: by accumulation from the precept; by public 
appeal; from grants or from loans. Possibly a joint Hall and Pavilion would be 
a practical idea. The Council will sound out potential users as to their needs. 
Old People's Welfare Council Mr. Martindale outlined the pattern of such an 
organisation and showed how it could be established 
and used in Bar Hill. The matter will again be discussed in September after the 
Council has consulted with the bodies likely to be concerned with the Council. 
Village Green - Playground Area The Council have agreed to purchase from C. 
Wicksteeds one 10ft. swing with 6 seats and one 
6ft. merry-go-round, both to be erected as soon as the area is marked out. This 
purchase will be the first of a series designed to establish an area equipped with 
conventional equipment in the corner of the Green near the Old Farmhouse.
